Cine large area of collectiom is the 
Kenner figures and playsets. Kenner 
made cight figures fram Ragersofthe 4 
Leet Ark Indiana Jones, 
Ravenwood, Ballas in archaealogist's 
garb, Sallah, Nazi Mechanic, Arab 
Swordsman, Indiana Janes in Mazi 
garb, and Belloc in ceramonial 
robes. The figures were apprami- 77 op 
mistely (he sarmnesize asthe Renner jae 
Star Wars ligures. I've seen some fo 
of ihese figures being sald in rece 
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manths in variows tay stores at dimécount 
prices. Kenner produced several playsats 
far these figures including the Well of 
Souls. the Map Ream, Cairo Market, and 
Arabian Harse. Kenner aloo released a 12- 
inéh Indiana Jones figure, similar to the 
large-size Star Wars figures, which is very 
rare and requillarhy sells for over $75. Alter 
Taripler of Deceat wae released. a 521 of 
ihree figures were producad by LUM, 
These figuras ware slightly larger Lhan the 
Faiders figures and included Indiana 
Janes, Mola Aam and Thuggee Suard, 
Fiqures tor Willie Scott and Shart Aaunel 
Were advertisad on the back of the baxes, 
but these were never released, 

Even though fndlana Janes is net 
science fiction, many indy collectibles can 
be found at SF specialty shops and con- 
ventions because the films appeal to ihe 
same audience, Al nearly every conver- 
tion, paople can be Seen Wearing felt hats, 
leather jackets, colt revolvers and bull 
whips. Advertisements for these apparel 
can be found in many magazines. These 
tems are mot really collectibles though, 
because they ara not authorized by Lucas- 
film. However, in conjunction with the mew 
film, iidiana tones and the Last Crusedea, 
Lucaatiirn will be licansing official Imdiana 
Jones clothes including an authentic 



































leainer jacket just like the one Indy wears, 
No frug Indy fan would be without these, 
In faet, many fangs have begun actual 
careers in archaeology ater being in- 
aspired by /ndy! Of course, YOu Gom't have 
to be an archaeologist to act like one, The 
indiana Jones role-playing game can 
eatisty your lust for adventure in the com- 
fort of your own heme. TSAR, Ing, pro 
duced the game, as well as a number af 
adventure modules 

For those whe wish ta read about Io, 
bath movies have bean novelized by Bal- 
lanting Books with the novelization of 
lodiana Jones and ihe Last Crusade on 
the way. Ballantine algo published a series 
el six Find-Your-Fate adventure books 
where the reader joins Or. Janes on questa 
for the Lost Treasures of Saabs and The 
Eye of the Fates. Marvel Gomics adapled 
both Aalders and Temple of Doom to 
comic book format and alec published 34 
sues of The Funie Adventurers al lreci- 
ane Janes. This underrated camic book 
senes boasted the talenis of such famous 
artists as John Byrne, Terry Austin, More- 
ard Chaykin, and Steve Ditka, 

But what is thee firbure of Ladiena ores 
memorabilia? Well, there will Ge at least 
one more italy film scheduled for release 
inlay. Tharsis sure te be a fair amount of 
merchandising far the next film including 
hooks computer games, posers, etc. 
When the third chapter is released. ihere 
will be an increase in edlectors’ interest 
with a corresponding increase in the price 
af memorabilia from the first fvves Pilrris. 
Without question, the best tire to begin 
your collectian if naw! 

Collecting fndvena Joves memorhbilia 
Seems to be a very natural activity, since 
Cr, Jones made a career of collecting rare 
antiquities. And you dont have io venture 
through a booby-trapped Peruvian bemple 
to find valuable aricies, 46 Or.

3 G eorge Lucas has been described by 
_ 


many people as a “miracle maker.” 

He has been involved with five of the 
largest grossing films of all time. His string of 
hits include Amerncan Graff, Star Wars, 
The Empire Sinkes Back, Refumn ofthe Jed, 
the /ndiana Jones films, Willow and Tucker: 
The Man & His Dream. But his visions of 
entertainment are varied and have ranged 
from film and television to amusement park 
rides to computer games to a new and 
Innovative entertainment and specially retail 
complex in Houston. With these and other 
interests, Lucas and his company, Lucastilm 
Ltd., continue to be a leader In Innovative 
entertalnment ideas and technology. 

On a bright, sunny Northern California 
day, The Lucasfilm Fan Club met with 
George Lucas at his impressive 3,000 acre 
Skywalker Ranch — his state-of-the-art 
headquarters, 

In this rare interview, conducted exclu- 
sively for The Lucasfilm Fan Club, George 
Lucas discusses his career, the new Indiana 
Jones film and the fulure of his phenomen- 
ally popular Star Wars sage. 





George, what aspect of moviemaking 
do you anjoy most? 


| think I've always enjoyed the editing 
process most. It is the ona place 
where you get the chance to actually 
make a movie because you have all 
the raw material there and you actu- 
ally get to put it inte its final form. It's 
always athrilland an experience, You 
alsa geta sort of instant form of grati- 
fication that you don't getin any other 
stage of the production. In the other 
stages, you're just preparing for 
something else or the step that comes 
naxi. I've worked as an editor and | 
started out as an editar, so that's 
where my real love is. 


lf moviemaking had not worked out 
for you, whal ofher profession might 
you have chosen to go into? 


| might have become an architect. I'm 
not sure really, But, ultimately, | think 
no matter what would've happened, | 
probably would have ended up in 
movies... maybe as an editor. 


Will you ever direct again? 


| stepped directing fora period of time 
ta produce and | quess eventually Ill 
stop producing and go back to direct- 
ing. They are just two different voca- 
tions and they're both enjoyable. It's 
like being a player and then deciding 
ta be the coach for awhile and then 
going back and being a player again. 
But I'll probably direct again some- 
day. 


Whal aspect of the film business do 
you find most diflicull? 


it's all very difficult! (Laughter) Get- 
ting a movie together and getting the 
funding for it is dilti- 
cult. | quess to putit 
in a general sanse, 
it's always very hard 
ta bring your vision 
to the screen be- 
cause there are 
always so many 
compromises in- 
volved, The name of 
the game is cam- 
promiseand the hard- 
est part, | guess, is 
accepting the fact 
that you're going ta 
have to Compromise 
on things and that 
it's not going te end 
up being exactly the 
Way you planned it.

Who are your heroes? 


I've had lots of heroes in many differ- 
ent areas, | think, In film, it would be 
people like Kurosawa, Orson Welles 
and Fellini. You can take any aspect of 
life and find people whe would qualify 
as heroes. 


Which project in your career so far 
has been your greatest personal suc- 
coss? 


I don't really know, Each film is differ- 
ant in iis own way. | would have to 
probably say TAX-79S8, Ameneéan 
Graffiti and Star Wars! Those are the 
films I directed. But producing is dif- 
ferant than directing. You could ask 
diffarant questions for all of my filrms: 
which was the most fun ta de? Which 
one was the most satisfying? Which 
ene was the most rewarding? There 
are all different kinds of ways to 
answer ‘whal is your greatest suc- 
cess?’ | could put all of my films dawn 
as my favorite in one way or another. 


Which film has been your greatest 
disappointment? 


Probably Wore 4Amencan Graffiti was 
my biggest disappointment. It was a 
very, very experimental idea and it 
didn’t quite work. 


What do you miss most about your 
days belore Star Wars? 


Not much, really, | don't miss much 
about the past. | generally try to keep 
focused on what I'm doing right now. 
Everything changes, life is transition. 
The hardest part, | think, is to accept 
the fact that everything is different 
fram day to day. | had a good, fun life 
when | was young and | bacame suc-

cessful and now I'm having fun ina 
diffarant kind of way. My life has 
changed but I'm still having fun. 
Obviously, as you become more suc- 
cessful you have more responsibili- 
lias, you have more obligations, and 
things get tougher. The road gets 
rougher, You just accept that but 
along with that comes all the trap- 
pings of success so it's sort of a trade- 
off. 


What keeps you interested and mati- 
vated In making movies? 


| have no idea ultimately. When | 
started making movies, | didn't make 
them because | wanted to, | made 
movies because | had to and | think 
I've sort of continued that. It's mot 
something you really think about, it's 
sort of like something you have to do. 
It's like going to sleep at night you 
don't think about why you're doing it, 
you just have to do it. 


Indiana Jonas and tha Las! Crusade is 
one of the latest films Lucasfilm is 
working on, What excites you most 
about this picture? 


Wall, it's been fun to try to take a little 
bit differant approach to the genre. It's 
also been fun having to deal with 
Indy’s father and his youth and alot of 
the history and character develop- 
ment that you normally would get ta 
put into a movie but that we weren't 
able to put into thea earlier Indiana 
Jones films because there just wasn't 
enough time. Now we have enough 
time to de that and | think people are 
going ta be interested in all of the 
areas we explore. 


How would you describe Harrison 


Ford? 
He's a nice guy! 
(Laughter) We've 


been friands for a 
long time and he's a 
very good actor, 
He's easy to work 
with and very prde 
fessional — all very 
important qualities. 


Can you describe 
how you and Sleven 
Spielberg collaba- 
rale on a project as 
complex as /ndiana 
Jones and the Last 
Crusade? 


| focus on ereating 


the story and getting the script 
completed and Steven has input 
all through that process. Then | 
turn it over te him aind it's his jab 
to get the film made. We then 
sort of collaborate on the finish- 
ing of it but we both don't do the 
same thing. One person willtake 
part of the job and the other per- 
son takes charge of the remain- 
ing areas. So we divide up the 
work and we both do it, We 
confer back and forth all the 
time. It's very collaborative and 
fun. 


You've portrayed Hiller in the 
Indiana Jones films as having an 
obsession with religious artl- 
facis. Is that based on historical 
fact? 


Yes, it i based upon fact and 
there have been several books 
written about his fascination 
with the occult, astrolagy, psy- 
chics and religiaus artifacts. He 
had his men search around a lat 
to find some of these things. 


Has the character of Indy evolved 
through the three films like you 
wanted him to? 


He's kind of taken on a life of his own. 
The stories | had originally were basi- 
cally just stories, they didn't really 
involve too much of how his character 
developed. Allof that really carne later 
in working on the screenplays with 
the writers. And it has evolved quite a 
bil more than | expected because the 
original third film findiana Jones and 
the Last Crusade) wasm'tanything like 
what it actually is. We had been 
through several different screenplays 
before we finally settlad on this one 
and it's gotten much more character- 
oriented than the other ones were. 


Were you pleased with /nolana Jones 
and the Temple of Doom? 


Yes, |was. There was a decision that! 
had made early on to make it a scary 
movie, and it probably would have 
been better if we had made ita funny 
mavie, bul thats what we set outta da 
and | think we were successful in 
doing it. 


Can you recall when Star Wars first 
became a conscious thought? 


l had always been interested in space 
fantasy Flash Geordon-like movies and 
it was really after Anterican Graffit!

that | gat theidea to do Star Wars. | got 
a@ lot of mail from people saying how 
positive American Graffin was in their 
life and how glad they were that | did 
i. then began to think about making 
a film for younger people rather than 
an obscure movie for adulis, And 
that's when Star Wars seemed like the 
right movie to co. 


In what way did Star Mars most pro- 
foundly change your lite? 


li gave me some of the things | have 
today and it gave me the opportunity 
to finish the trilogy which was a huge 
ten year undertaking. Ultimately, it 
Steeread my life in a certain direction 
for about ten years which was proba- 
bly the greatest thing. Because of 
American Graffiti, | was fairly well off 
financially But | wouldn't have been 
able to build Skywalker Ranch and 
some of the other things I've done 
without Star Wars. It definitely fo- 
cused my life ina particular direction 
for a long period of time. 


Which character fromthe saga do you 
relate to the most? 


It'wouldn't be fair to pick ane out and 
say, This is my favorite’ or this is the 
one I'm closest (o’ because the other 
characters would get mad, They're all 
my favorite kids!

Which film of the trilogy worked 
best for you on the screen? 


There are little bits and pieces of 
all of tham that | like @ lot and 
there's parts of {hem that | don't 
like a lot, So it's hard to say 
which film has the most bils and 
pleces | like and the least buts 
and pieces that | don't like. Ina 
way, my relationship with Sfar 
Wears is differant than the other 
two films because | directed it 
and was the sole writer. It was a 
differant thing — it hada differant 
emotional impact on me than 
the other films had, 


Do you enjoy wriling? 


Writing is very hard. Sometimes 
it's fun but it's very hard, When | 
have actually had to sit down 
and write by myself it's never 
been very much fun. Doing story 
conferences, sitting and work- 
ing with writers and telling the 
story, has akvays been enjoya- 
ble. Actually, "ve anjoyed myself 
on all my films regardless of haw 
difficult the writing has been. | 
think Saiders of the Lost Are was 
probably the most fun I've had ona 
film. 


Which Star Wars character was ihe 
easiest to develop? 


They all sort of evolved in bits and 
pleces and in different ways. There 
were different kinds of evolvement 
because the OGroids had to be 
designed as well as created with per- 
sonalities and such. So there were a 
lot of different aspects in evolving the 
characters. They each took their own 
course and eventually ended up as 
whal they are today. But none of them 
sort of popped full blown onto the 
page of the script. 


Is there @ particular moment or event 
In your 11 year association with Star 
Wers that stands oul in your mind? 


I think finishing up on the foreign 
dubs of Star Wars the day it opened 
and hearing that it was a big hit was 
ihe most exciting. And the faw weeks 
that followed were graat as well. You 
never know how a film is going ta do 
and | havea loto! movies that don'tdo 
very well and It's always an amazing 
experience when one sort of takes off 
and becomes successful 


It was impossible to expect Star Wars 
to do what it did. 





Oh, yeah. Bul that will never happen 
again. It was just one of those things 
that was sort of a fluke in its own way. 
It just happened te be in the right 
place at the right time with the right 
thing and it skyrocketed. But there's 
no way to tell if a film will be a hit. 
When you're making a movie, ifs 
really hard to tell whether it's going to 
work or whetherit's going to flop. You 
might get 2 subtle clue, but you kind 
of get the hint that it's mat going to 
work on every picture, 50 youre 
always a little surprised when they 
do work. But evan working on a 
film and looking at the finished 
piece, the difference between a 
Howard the Quer and a Willow is 
difficult. |Fyou were to notknow the 
histary or anything about them and 
just look at them cold and say, 
‘which ane is going to be a hit and 
which ane isn't.’ it's hard to pick 
Which ore iS the Pil. 


Ultimately, what do you feel Star 
Wars’ greatest accomplishment 
will be? 


Probably inspiring kids to dream, 
to have aspirations, ta do greater 


things and respect friendships and 
loyalty. 


Probably the most often asked ques- 
tion we get is “when will you get back 
to making more Siar Wars movies?’ 


Someday. | have no current plans of 
doing it. | have notstarted working on 
ityetand I'm notsure when | will begin 
warking onit. | still have & great inter- 
estin itand an interest in tha stery bul 
i's just a matter of priorities as to 
when is that particular story going ta 
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be so important to me that | think | 
have to get that made before | make 
the other kinds of things I'm inter- 
ested in. 


But you are definitely planning on 
continuing the Star Wars saga? 


Oh, yeah! But | only have so many 
hours in the day and so much time. 
I've done one trilogy and managed to 
get it finished. It was a very difficull, 
big project and to start itall overagain

when lye got alotoftother projects I'd 
like to be doing is difficult.

somebody like that is tough. Eventu- 
ally the right person will come along. 
Films like Willow and Indiana Jones 
sat around for a lang time before the 
idea connected with the right person 
who ! felt could do it. A lot of litthe 
things have to come together and you 
have fo get those things to come 
together and then you say, ‘Okay, 
wall, this is the time to make this 
movie now because | have the right 
this or the right that and so on.’ But, 
without that, it sits on the shelf in the 
back of my mind until all the right

What do you feel will be the greatest 
difficulty In making more Star Wars 
films? 


Just the cost, It will be unbeliavably 
expensive.

Producing THE LAND BEFORE TIME

he Land Before Time stam- 

peded into movie theaters 

this fall, and became the 
biggest animated film opening in 
history. Children of all ages fell in 
love with Littlefoot the Brontosau- 
rus, Cera the Triceratops, Spike 
the Stegosaurus, Ducky, Petrie, 
and all the other dinosaurs in this 
timeless, classic animated film by 
the Sullivan Bluth Studios. 

When filmmakers Steven Spiel- 
berg and George Lucas wanted to 
make a dinosaur feature, they 
turned to the team of Don Bluth, 
Gary Goldman and John Pome- 
roy, who had made An American 
Tail such a success. Lu- 
casiilm Fan Club's statf 
writer, Lisa Cowan, re- 
cently met with team 
member John Pomeroy 
and asked him about mak- 
ing The Land Before Time. 


John, what were your duties as 
Producer and Directing Anima- 
tor? 


| was involved in nearly every- 
thing, all the story meetings, and 
recording sessions. | established 
much of the key animation of the 
characters, how they moved, what 
their personality would be like, 
how they would talk, Before we 
actually get into the thick of pro- 
duction, we do “walk cycles” for 
each of the characters because 
you can tell alot about a character 
by how they walk, no matter if they 
are adog, cat, humanor dinosaur. 
Littlefoot, Gera, Petrie, Qucky, and 
Spike all had their own way of 
walking.

We had to convey every- 
thing with the face, neck tilts, and 
body language — a difficult chal- 
lenge. Also being that dinosaurs 
have disappeared from the face of 
the earth, we had no way of really 
knowing just how they moved; 
plus, our concepts of dinosaur life 
and how they walked and ran have 
been changing over the past few 
years. We tried ta use the mast 
currant ideas taken from National 
Geographic and other articles.

You used color very effectively to 
sel the mood of each scene. 


When we made the film we knew 
there would be three ways to 
tell the story: through 
the dialogue, 
through the 
music, and with 
color. In Land 
there are dozens 
of color variations 
depending on the 
mood of the scene, 
and where the dino- 
saurs are traveling. If 
the characters go from 
darkness into light, there 
is a color change to get the 
impact of realism. 

All the backgrounds are done in 
watercolor. The earth is changing. 
the land is dying — itis all Browns, 
yellows, and reds. There is only so 
much you can do with rock forma- 
tions and dying trees, s0 we 
enhanced them with many differ- 
ent styles and muted colors. The 
colors are always shifting and 
blending. In our color scheme, we 
worked backwards from the final 
moment when the audience sees 
the Great Valley, allin pastels and 
bright hues, so that moment 
would not be upstaged. 


Another effective, and emotional 
scene was the death of Littlefoot's 
mother. Was having her die a diffi- 
cult decishon? 


4 lot of research went into the 
mother dying sequence. We con- 
sidered eliminating the whale 
sequence, but that produces a lot 
more problems when you're trying 
tashowa small boy going through 
his rites of passage to manhood. 
You must eliminate the parent in 
that cycle. Psychologists were 
approached and shown the film. 
They gave their professional opin- 


ians of how the sequence could 
best be depicted, On their advice, 
we ended up adding another 
sequence with the Rooter charac- 
ter. He is a mole-like reptile that 
Littlefoot falls into campany with 
just after his mother’s death. That 
sequence softens the blow, show- 
ing that death is a reality that Little- 
foot, and the audience, have to 
deal with. 


How long did it take to develop 
and produce Land? 


It all began with a luncheon meet- 
ing with Steven Spielberg at 4m- 
blin back in April 1486. When we 
all sat down and first discussed 
making a dinosaur film, we all 
remembered our own childhood 
fascination with these creatures. 
From the very beginning there was 
always a lot of enthusiasm for the 
film. 


Whal was George Lucas’ contribu- 
tion to Land? 


George was involved from the very 
beginning, fine tuning same of 
Steven's ideas. Then in May 1987 
we had a screening of the unfin- 
ished film in Landen with just the 
producers and Steven and George. 
The production was at a critical 
point, about halfway complete, 
just enough there to determine if 
we were on the right track. Overall, 
it looked great, but some things 
were missing with the characters 
and their personalities. While he 
was in London, we had a two-day 
marathon story session with 
George Lucas, and during that 
time my respect for him went up 
about 10 decimals. All of us, Don 
Bluth, Gary Goldman, George 
Lucas, and myself sat down, and | 
won't say we re-wrote the story, 
but we made major structural 
changes. We took all the raw 
material and everything we had 
done wp to that time, and reformed 
it without taking anything away 
from the original story writers 
(Judy Freudberg and Tony Geiss), 
or script writer (Stu Kreiger). We 
were all very happy with the 
results, and 80% of the finished 
story came from that story meet- 


ing. 


Don Bluth has said that it was 
George Lucas who suggested 
making the Triceratops, Cera, a 
tough little girl, rather than the 
tough litle boy in the original 
story. Are you pleased with the 
result? 


Yes. Cera is a very bravade, 
aggressive character. There Is 
really very litthe that is feminine 
about her, Sheis very intolerant of 
anything or anyone who gets in 
her way. She is soft inside, but 
hides it in a cast iron shell. We 
finally reveal her vulnerability at 
the end, in satt colors, When she 
walks up to her father atthe end of 
the film, she is pink rather than 
orange or yellow. It is one of the 
many ways we use color to convey 
emotion. 

All the characters have their 
own unique personalities that 
everyone can identify with. At one 
point in the story, Gera and Little- 
foot getinte an argument. You can 
place that fight in any playground 
in any city. Spike, the Stagosau- 
rus, rapresants that strata of 
society that could be lazy, but also 
quiet and shy. Underneath, they 
have what it takes to 
rise fo the occasion, 
as did Spike when he 
had ta. 

All five of our char- 
acters have their basic 
fears. The Pterodactyl 
Petrie’s fear was that 
he couldn't fhe But 
because he is part of 
the group, he finally 
succeeds, Collective- 
ly, the group not only 
guarantees each oth- 
ers survival, but they 
learn to conquer their 
individual fears. 





| noted, happily, that 
in The Land Before 
Time, the messages, 
such as conquering 
Your fears, were al- 
ways well-blended 
Into the storyline. 


Don, Gary, and | all 
believe the plot comes 
first, the message 
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comes later. If you can infuse 
something of a spirttual nature 
inta the antertainment, terrific. 
But, first isthe entertainment, and 
the way to entertain the people is 
with things about themselves that 
they can laugh at and identify 
with. 


What is your next animation pro- 
ject? 


Sullivan Bluth has three new pro- 
jects on the runway. We are just 
now finishing the animation on Al 
Dogs Go To Haaven (working 
title), which will feature the voices 
of Burt Reynolds, Dom DeLuise, 
Loni Anderson and Charles Nel- 
son PRaeilly. 


John, thank you for taking the 
time to tell Lucastilm fans about 
The Land Before Time. 


It was fun. The Land Sefore Time 
Was a wonderful film to work on, 
and I'll never forget thase two 
days in London with George 
Lucas.

dramatic unveiling of the 
prototype Tucker, the Tir 
Goose, before an eager 
AUCIENCE ANKIOUS to See 
their first glimpse of the 
“Gar of Tomorrow, To- 
day.” Just as interesting 
ig the stery of how this 
event and all thase that 
led up to it — bath in real 
life, and in the movie — 
came to be. 

Most new cars take 
years to develop to the 
prototype stage. Preston 
Tucker had only a few 
months — one hundred days tobe exact 
— to develop a working automobile or 
risk losing his goverment lease on the 
huge 475 acre Tucker plant in Chicago. 
In contrast, Francis Coppola spent 
many years developing the praject, and 
then spent over a year in production of 
the film. The film crew for Tucker had 
Ssoveral Weeks just to develop and build 
the seis thal depicted the making ot 
Tucker's automotive dream. 

In the movie, designer Alex Tramulis 
(Ellas Koteas) complains to Preston 
Tucker (Jeff Bridges) that he can't get 
enough clay to make a full-scale model 
of the Tucker, “Wa can't build the model 
without clay, and we can't build the 
prototype without the model” Tucker 
responds, “Easy, kid, Life is full of sur- 
prises." and he introduces Alex to Her- 
man Aingling, who he claims *...can go 
from your sketch, atraight to metal.” 

Herman Ringling was, in truth, aimas- 
ter métalsmith who could and did work 
miracles in sheet metal with his bare 
hands (“Gloves interfere with your 
touch,” he said). Evan he, however, 
could not put together sn entira car 
from sketehes alone. Three-dimen- 
sional models were needed, including a 
tull-sizéd study in clay, and in the real 
silory such models were made in a mat- 
tar ofweeks, 4ulamotive modeling clay 
was found (although not the best qual- 
ity), and spread ower two wooden 
“bucks” [forms}) by two teams of 
designers working feverishly side by 
side, Six days a week, often for fourteen 
hours a day. Preston Tucker would 
inspect the models ona daily basis, and 
8 £00n 25 a firm decisian was made on 
a selection of the model, Herman Rin- 
gling and his team would lake careful 
measurements and recreate it in metal

fo ultimately produce the Tin Goose. 

Smaller scale models inboth clay and 
wood were also madeé lor various pure 
poses, and same of these are sean on 
tables and in the background of several 
scenes in the movie. To have them 
made, art director Alex Tavoularis 
turned to a Los Angeles, California 
model-making company he had worked 
with in the past with excellant results. 
Wanderwvorks, & top mame in movie 
model making, was especially adept at 
making aulameabile models. This was 
important because the Tucker models 
had to be extramely accurale — nearly 
exact coples of the actual models 
creaied forty years ago. Samples of the 
automotive clay were ordered from 
General Motors and to make sure they 
used just the right shade of grey, the 
samples were sent to Tucker designer 
Alex Tremrulis, nowin his seventies. The 
correct color was then matched in spe- 
cial lacquer paint because the actual 
models would not be made of clay! They 
were formed fram fiberglass and painted 
te lack like clay. Actual clay models, 
subjected to the hat lights of indoor 
movie sets would fend to soften, sag 
and even melt. 

Innane of those curious cases of coin- 
cidence, that very thing actually hap- 
pened io the real clay models some 
forty-two years ago. In his new book, 
Cesign and Destiny, fe Waking of the 
Tucker Aviomadbile, author and assis- 
tant Tucker designer, Philip &. Eqan 
relates the following trie story: 

“lt was Aonl and the unpredictable 
Chicago weather had inflicted a heat 
Wave upon the nmon-air-conditioned 
Tucker plant. Qur clay began to sag. 
Hundreds of pounds of the stuff, pain- 
Stakingly ladlad onto the buek, had 


ey 
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begun to mave..." 

The design teans des- 
perately tried to slap the 
clay from sagging, bul ta 
no avail, Then one of the 
ren thought to call the 
company lire department, 
“Bring over your CO, 
truck, quick!" 

The firemen brought 
their truck to the dewel- 
opment ared and sprayed 
cylinder after cylinder of 
carbon dioxide onta the 
clay. “.the compressed 
CO, produced a chilling 
fog which did the trick, 
successfully curing the 
gags. From then on, when- 
ever it was too warm in 
the development bay, we 
sprayed our magic moas- 
trum on any surface ready to be pol- 
ished — or about to sag.” 

li seems a shame that this highly vis- 
ible and dramatic scene could not have 
been included in the film, but condens- 
ing a complex story (hat ladk place over 
& five-year period into a two hour mag 
meant that much had to be reluctantly 
left out, 

One scene that could not and would 
not be left out was the gala premiere of 
the Tin Goose. Here Francis Coppola 
was fortunate in that the actual June 
19, 1947 unveding of the first Tucker 
ever built had been filmed, and that 
film still existed im the care of the 
Tucker family. Coppola had a video 
made, and during the filming of the 
pivelal scene, he watched the forty 
year old film on one video screen while 
he directed the actian and checked it 
on another video screen set up along 
side the first. 

The result was @ true re-creation 
of the exciting event. The stage, 
the band, the costumes, the audience, 
the dialog, the car and the magic were 
all there again. Preston Tucker's 
youngest son, Jorin (now in his fifties), 
who watched the filming sald, “Every- 
thing was exact. twas like going back 
in time and living the day all over 
again.” 

Forty yours ago when the curtains 
parted and the crowd saw the first 
Tucker roll outon the stage, they rose 
to thelr feet and roared their approval. 
His dream a beautiful reality, Preston 
Thamas Tucker beamed 

Forty years later, another crowe 
rose to its feet and cheered for a 
maroon Tucker shining in the spot- 
light, His dream at last a reality, Fran- 
cis Ford Coppola beamed, A

Last Crusade hits theaters 

this May, audiences will 
once again thrill to the daring ex- 
ploits of archaeologist and adven- 
turer Indiana Jones. There is one 
important element, however, to this 
film that greatly sets itapart fram the 
previous (ndiana Jones movies, That 
element is the inspired casting of 
Academy-Award winning actor Sean 
Connery as Professor Henry Jones, 
Indy’s father. 

Sean Gonnery is a man who has 
arrived at his exact marment im time. 
He radiates confidence. The recog- 
nition from his peers fara lifetime of 
good work — often unacknowledged 
— which came with his best suppart- 
ing Oscar for The Uniouchables was 
the icing an the cake. 

Aside fram his acting career, Con- 
nery has been spending some of his 
free time doing what he anjoys most 
— playing golf. 4nd if you haven't 
been on another planet for the last 

eneration, you'll knaw that Sean 
foninary's religion is golf. 

Life is pretty sweet, just now. Then 
along comes Steven Spielberg with 
an offer he couldn't refuse: playing 
Indiana Jones’ father in indiana 
Jones and the Las! Crusade. 

Cut to several months later. Sean 
Connery is sweltering in a Maris 
tweed three piace suit, covered in 
dust in a dry river bed in Almeria, 
Spain. Nearby, Harrison Ford, his 
screen son, gallops again and again 


along the sare 
river bed. And 
around them the 
whole exotic pan- 
oply of @ major 
feature film was 
being played out 
with military pre- 
cision, 

“Sean Connery 
was absolutely my 
idea,” said Steven 
Spielberg, taking 
full credit as a 
director can. “He 
was my first cho. 
ica and only cho- 
ice, (he only actor 
| could think of 
whol charismatic 
enough to play Harrison Ford's 
father.” 

The fact that the casting has 
worked out aven better than Spiel- 
berg dared hope, and has lifted this 
third Indiana Jones film right into 
another genre, has been a bonus 
thatwas apparent the first time Con- 
nery and Ford played a scene 
together. 

"| didn't know quite how it would 
work,” Spielberg said. “But there is 
the most wonderful chemistry be- 
tween the two of them: it's alittle like 
the Newman/Redfard chemistry in 
Butch Gesaldy and The Sing. It's a 
real sparkle of screen magic. 

“When lagreed to directa 
third indiana Jones, | didn't 
recognize any growth in 
terms of what! had done 
before until | realized it 
wasaTtather'son movie, 
That human interestan 
top of the adventure 
created obstacles for 
me as a director.” 

Sean Gonnery 
has been gen erat- 
ing excitement 
most of hls act- 
ig lite, ANG, 
today, he continues 
to be one af the most 
sought after talents of his 
profession. 

"lt was very encouraging and 
flattering to receive an Oscar,” he 
said. “OF course you do hear con-

flicting cases about people never 
working again but fortunately that 
doesn't seem to be the prablem. | 
think the goals remain the same — 
finding material that is stimulating 
and challenging.” 

Of course, one of the roles that 
Connery is most well-known for is 
that of secret agent OOF, James 
Bond. These days, he takes a more 
generous view of his association 
with the character than would have 
been tha case fen or mare years aga. 
“I'm not quite as branded or des- 
troyed by the association with Bond, 
There's no question it was getting in 
the way of my decisions ta da any- 
thing else, The strange thing was 
how long it hung around, but at 
doesn't bug meas much as it used 
ta." 


Now Sean Gonnery has the oppar- 
tunity ta create yel another memar- 
able character — Or. Henry Jones in 
inaiana Jones aad fhe Last Crusade. 

“The nice thing about indiana Jones 
is the humor and the fact that its back 
toan dlder age, notan age of hardware 
and spacecrafts, bul cars and airplanes 
and trains and horses,” says Gonnery, 
“lmalways looking forthe humerina 
situation and Harrison Ford hasa nice 
sly sense of hummer. I'm very impressed 
by Steven Spielberg; he's very inven- 
tive, very quick. We've built up the 
humor as much as possible in this 
relationship between Indiana and his 
father, It's davelaped as we've 

worked on it. ts been a ter- 
rific experiance, greal 
fun.” B

n Cocoon: The Asfurn. (he Anta- 

reans, along with same of the 

senior citizens who wernt with 
them in the original film, come back to 
Earth te rascue the cocoons because 
they are in danger of being damaged 
by seismic activity. They, of course, 
contact the people they left behind 
during their short stay. One of the 
cocoons, however, is found by divers 
from a research vessel and taken toa 
nearby oceanographic institute where 
its contents, the alien named Phil, is 
discovered. 

According ta Seott Farrar, ILM 
effects supervisor on the film, one of 
the most difficult effects was the Anta- 
rean Phil, which was, in additian to 
being a key character, a special effect 
as well. 

“Hla is in quite a mumber of shots 
and therefore it's difficult because you 
have lots of things that must remain in 
control in each and avery shot. That's 
very challenging. Bruce Veechitto 
was optical supervisor. He look over 
after Aalph Gerdon died. Ralph was 
optical supervisor when we began the 
show and very sadly he passed away. 
But Broce took over and did an excel- 
lent job. The people in optical had to 
make the alien basically look the same 
as far as coloration is concerned. 
They had to control the size of the 
vapor coming off the alien, the color 
af the vapor, the intensity of the color 
en the alien, the amount of diffusion, 
all these things. You have many varia- 
bles in each and every shot and there- 
fore many chances to ga wrong. 
Some af the trickiest shets really 
invelved the alian bacause of colors, 
and random color patterns change 
things as you run a shat. 

“We were following the look of the 
aliens established in the first picture," 
explains Farrar. "However, we've used 
new techniques to make some of the 
vapor look better and the chored- 
graphy of flying aliens is more com- 
plex and | think, allinall, the aliens are 
more interesting looking in this pic- 
ture. So we've taken what we had and 
bull, Upon that, trying to embellish 
what was done before.” 

For the flying alien sequences, an 
actress, wearing 4 full head and body 
suit, is supported by wires and filmed 
against a blue soreen, recreating a 
previously planned out flight path so 
that this néw photography will match 
up to the original background phote- 
graphy. But not all the shots of the 
Antareans were filmed against Blue 
screen. In the shots where Phil, the 


captured alien, isn’t flying, he is shat 
at the same time as everything alse. 
Later, in post production, the ILM 
animation department adds all the 
special touches such as color, vapors 
and glows to the alien. 

in addition to the difficulty in 
creating the alien sequences in this 
film, another factor, alihough not an 
effect in itself, forced (he ILM crew to 
produce effects that are more tech- 
nically perfact than thase of only 4 
few years ago. And according to 
Scott Farrar this factor has become 
quite prevalent in the field of special 
effects. “The biggest change in the 
visual effects work that we have is 
that most shots are much longer than 
they used to be. During Star Wars, 
Empire and Jedi, a long shot was a 
hundred frames. Wall, in this film we 
have many shots thal rum 500, 600, 
TOO frames. You have mare chances 
ta go wrong the longer the shot 
lingers on the screen. If you have a 
shot that sits on the screen for ten or 
more seconds you can start to pick it 
apart. So that's why the quality of the 
work has had to increase drama- 
tically from what we had to do in 
previous years,” 

In fact, one of the best special 
effects in Cocoon: The Aetura 
doesn't even appear to be a special 
effect, "A new precedent that we've 
set in this film is the ability to 
phoategraph mest of the scene 
without one of the key players being 
present,” states Farrar. “In the film's 
end sequence where the people are 
ready to leave and go back to the 
space ship, Brian Dennehy appears 
on board the MWenofa with all the 
others present there on the back of 
the boat. At the time of original 
photography, Brian could not be 
present for us to photograph him 
with the rest of the group, So we had 
to photegraph all the people there at 
night on an exterior location on the 
back of the beatin Florida acting as if 
he were there. And then we had ta 
put him inte all the shots by 
Photographing him against blue 
screen and matting him in. | think 
most viewers will find the scenes 
fairly flawless. It's some of the best 
matte work ILM has done.” 

Other scenes where affects play an 
important role are the éracy restau- 
rant scene where the Antarean, Kitty, 
attempts to share hersell with Jack as 
she did in the first film; The basketball 
game where the four old men defeata 
group of young men, and the 
touching hospital scene between 
Hume Cronyn and Jessica Tandy.

"She (Jessica Tandy) has been hit 
by a car and Joe (Hume Cronyn} 
comes to her and he's trying to help 
her and revive her, Of course,” says 
Farrar, “its a very sad emotional 
scene and our job was to try and 
indicate that some af his power was 
flowing Into her. In the original photo- 
graphy, we started out with a little 
Glow light iin his palm and he places it 
on her chest and there is a little 
ambient light that's appearing there, 
coming from under his hand. Qur job 
was to produce a very understated, 
very simple suggestion of light or 
energy flawing trom his arm into her. 
This is a real good example of where 
it was very difficult to keep the effects 
underplayed, We had to do many 
trials and errors with that scene. We 
kept going more and more subtle as 
we went along. The type of effect that 
we have to put inte things usually 
deesn't go inte a very sentimental, 
very sad scene as this is. So in this 
case, the lass affect there is the better. 
You just want the suggestion of light 
movement going from his anm inte 
her. You simply dan't need a lot of 
suggestion on our part to make the 
scene werk.” ia

Do you feel il will be difficult to cap- 
ture the uniqueness and novelty of 
the three films already made?
